In fulfilling at this time the duty 


laid upoii me by the constitution of 
communicating to you from time to 
time information of the state of the 
Union and recommending to your con- 
sideration such legislative measures as 
may be Judged necessary and expedi- 
ent I shall continue the practice, which 
I hope has been acceptable to you, of 
leaving to the reports of the several

•was ordered by the United States su- 
preme court.

•was operated upon for appendicitis 
Nov. 23 and for a lime seemed

Later he suffered a relapse 


and the five physicians 
attending 


him decided that blood transfusion 
must be resorted to. Mr. Archbold's 
chauffeur volunteered as the sub- 
ject of this operation and transfusion 
was performed on the afternoon of 
Nov. 
29. 


Following 
the 
operation. 
Mr. 


Archbold showed increased strength 
and his physicians and members of 
his family appeared optimistic that 
the improvement would be 
perma- 


nent. His simple uabits of life and 
rugged constitution buoyed up the 
hope 
that 
he 
would 
survive. 


Troughout his illness Mr. Archbold 
retained his keen mentality and his 
strong determination to recover, aid- 
ed for a time the "fight to bring him 
back to health. 


John D. Archbold was almost as 


closely identified with the history of 
the Standard Oil as John D. Rocke- 
feller himself. Of the first nine trus- 
tees of the "trust" formed in 1SS2 he 
alone remained in this capacity until 
its dissolution in III 31 at the order 
of the United States Supreme court, 
and it was he who was named Jo en- 
gineer the dissolution, after which 
h» became President and director of 
the standard Oil Company 
of Xew 


Jersey. He was the most active and 
aggressive fighter In the oil combine, 
and invariably represented the Stan- 
clard Oil on the witness stand in the 
numerous hearings in connection witli 
the government's sail to dissolve it.

John D. Rockefeller tells in 
his 


"Random Reminiscences" of how he 
first met Mr. Archbold. In stepping 
at a hotel, 
Mr. 'Rockefeller 
was 


struck by the fact that on the hotel 
register was written in large char- 
acters this inscription: 


John D. Archbold $4.00 a bbl. 
"Four dollars a »arrel," was Mr. 


Archbold's battle cry, and 
though 


he did not succeed in putting crude 
oil up to the figure named, he did 
succeed in attracting the attention of 
Mr. Rockefeller in a way that led to 
business association with the Stan- 
dard's interests. 


Mr. Archbold was the first man 


among his associates to whom Mr. 
Rockefeller pays tribute in his 'rem- 
iniscences. Among other things, he 
said: 


"Mr. Archbold has always had a 


well developed sens* of humor, and 
on one occasion, when he was on the 
witness stand, he was asked by the 
opposing lawyer: 
" '.Mr. Archbold are you a direct- 


or of this company?' 
" 'I am'. 
" 'What is your occupation in this 


company?' 


" 'To clamor for dividends'."
